Since construction of the service roads on K Street 
is completed, all Whitehurst Freeway traffic is now 
routed on K Street and Eye and 25th Streets are now 
once again limited to local traffic. Two way traffic 
will run on all of Eye, 25th and 26th Streets. The 
center of K Street, which ultimately will carry all 
Freeway traffic, is scheduled for completion toward 
the end of the year. Until then, the service roads 
on K Street will carry Freeway and local traffic. 


The hearing for the annual renewal of the Channel 
House liquor license was held by the Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board on December 30. Mrs. Joy 
Simonson, Chairman of the Board, was on leave and 
did not attend the hearing. The Association pre- 
sented a petition with 73 signatures protesting the 
renewal, Alex Wiskup acted as our spokesman and 
cross-examined the Channel House witnesses. Bill 
Simon, Beatrice Wilgus, Ann Goodwin and I testified 
as witnesses for the Association. Among others, 
two points made by Mr. Wiskup covered the depend- 
ence of the Channel House Restaurant and Bar on 
liquor rather than food sales and a recent zoning de- 
cision in Foggy Bottom which indicated that the Zon- 
ing Commission is trying to protect the residential 
character of the neighborhood. The Board was also 
invited to visit Foggy Bottom late at night to see 
first hand the adverse effect that the establishment 
has on parking, noise, and the character of the 
neighborhood. The Board, which took the case un- 


der advisement, is expected to reach a decision this 
month. 


Thanks to the District Highway Department for in- 
stalling the light in Hughes Mews so that the resi- 
dents can use the public alley leading to Eye Street 
at night. 


The proposed air rights building over the freeway 
at Virginia Avenue and 25th Street is part of the 
Virginia Avenue Plan of the National Capital Plan- 
ning Commission. The Planis currently inthe 
printing stage and will probably be released some 
time during the next two months. The Plan will 
recommend the air rights building as a desirable 
land use; it does not authorize the building. 


Air rights buildings over freeways in the District 
are not permitted under the general provisions of 
the Federal-Aid Highway Act of 1961. Special ex- 
ceptions are required for each air rights building. 
However, due to the shortage of land in the District 
for housing and other commercial buildings, the 
District Corporation Counsel is currently drafting a 
bill to give the District the general right to have air 
rights buildings over federal-aid freeways. Since 
the Highway Act of 1961 includes this provision for 
all areas of the country except the District, the bill 
will ask for equal treatment here. The bill, tenta- 
tively called the Air Space Utilization Act, will be 
submitted to Congress at a later date, and hearings 
will then be held. 


If this general act is passed, subsequent hearings 
will be heard by the District Government on special 
regulations to the act. Among other things, the 
special regulations could pertain to the permission 
or exclusion of air rights buildings in specific lo- 
cations such as the one on the Virginia Avenue Plan. 


It is possible that the proponents of the air rights 
building will wait for the outcome of this legislation 
rather than try to obtain special permission for its 
construction. In either event, the Association will 
have an opportunity to present its views.
